Another course of this trade wq«, to send 
out to Portugal, from the United Stales, 
valuable cargoes of doinesiiu produce: for 
we were allowed to carry none other, of 
any consequence, for the purpose of accu¬ 
mulating funds there tor more distant oli- 
' jeets; the vessels returning home with a 
ballast of s^ilt, with a part of the proceeds 
of their outward cargoes inveeted in wines, 
and n very small part, also io fruit; leaving 
the residue of their funds to furniah the 
specie means for Ihe prosecution of our 
East India trade, tbo vessels touching at 
Lisbon, on their passages out to receive it; 
and, also, to provide reiuittances to London 
aod Amsterdam, in payment for cargoes uf 
Russian and Swedish products, for our 
vessels to bring to the United Stales. This 
was tbe state of tbo trade formerly. All 
parties were eatistied with it: fur it fur¬ 
nished the most steady market in Europe, 
for our domestic productions; ^ and the in- 
ternatior^al feelings to which it gave rise, 
were of tbe most grateful character.

2. Although with due precautions and 
continual care, the danger arising from en¬ 
gines working with high pressure, may be 
reduced, so as to render them as little lia- 
sble to explosion as the engines (hat work 
with a low pressure; yet, accidents must be 
calculated upon, to happen to engines of 
ell and every construction at one lime or 
other, in such eases, the danger will be 
Jar greater from engines worked with 
•learn of high p essure, than with the com- 
non engines of Boulton and fFalt, or Ful¬ 
ton, Even in ca.-es where the danger aris¬ 
ing from an accident is trifling, the noise 
®nd the vapour that issues from a very 
•mall opening in (be boiler or other parts ol 
a high pressure engine, are so much more 
alarming to persons ignorant of the cause, 
than when a similar accident happens in an 
CDgioe of low pressure, that tlie chance of 
|l>ia happening, well deserves to be taken 
inta tbe account; for the fright and the 
alarm may have serious consequences, even 
^ken there is no other real danger. 

3. Every engine working with steam 
kayond ten pounds upon the square inch, 
angkl to be considered as a high pressure 
engine.

Bill—In answer to your inquiries, res¬ 
pecting high pressure engine*, and those 
on tlie Boulton and IVatt principle, with 
steam from seven to ten pounds un board 
of passage boals, I submit my opinion with¬ 
out any other motive than that for the safe¬ 
ly of the lives ol those who travel by that 
convenient mode. 

1 st. .\s respects high pressure engines, 

I am of opinion, that if the precautions re¬ 
commended in a former report are rigidly 
enforced, perhaps explosions would not take 
place; but presuming that, with all the care 
of those appointed to make a monthly sur¬ 
vey, some part of the work might be over- 
loolieil from hurrying the examination, in 
order to have the boat ready for tbe suc¬ 
ceeding trip; this induces me to believe 
that it is probable fatal accidents may oc¬ 
cur, and many lives be lost, if an explosion 
should take place. 

CJ, An engine that is worked with a ] 
pressure of from seven to ten pounds to 
the square inch, with a boiler reasonably 
strong, there can be little danger of explo¬ 
sion; but should an explosion take place, 1 
am well persuaded, that the danger to pas- 
sengera in the cabin or on deck would be 
(rifling, provided tbe partitions and deck 
between tbe boiler and the cabin are suf¬ 
ficiently strengthened, and the djorsif ad¬ 
mitted at alf^ are hung in such s way, (hat 
by the concussion occasioned by the explo¬ 
sion they would fly shut. I would recom¬ 
mend an additional passage from tbe cabin 
to the deck in the after part of each boat, 
that in case of accidents a more ready pas¬ 
sage would beat hand; without being obli¬ 
ged to pass out near the boiler, as is now 
the case in most of the steam boats on tlie 
Delaware. 

3«1. The only burst whicli has come to 
my knowledge in working low pressure 
steam happened with one of the boilers at 
the lower engine of the Philadelphia water 
uiks, occasioned by the beads ol the bolts 
burning off over the fire place, and the 
joints parting; the workmen received no 
injury, as the fire doors were shut, the boil¬ 
ing water passed into the ash pit. 

From (he information I have obtained, it 
appears, that every accident that has occur¬ 
red, was occasioned by high pressure stea.n 
applied either in engines adapted for work¬ 
ing high ateam, or those of Boultoo tod 
Watt, which were never intended by the 
Inveolorsjto carry more than six pounds in 
the extreme. As the Boulton and Watt 
engines arc now worked with from ten to 
twenty pounds pre*8ure, I conceive the 
danger of explosion nearly as great as with 
those working at a pressure of 160 pounds 
to tbe square inch, and in some instances 
greater where the construction of the boiler 
is not adapted to carry more than from sev- 
en to ten pounds with safety.

As far as the knowledge of the un¬ 
dersigned extends, all the explosions that 
have taken place, where the enginea have 
been worked at seven pounds and below, 
have done no injury to the passengers.

Your committee waive (be discussion of the 
qiipstiiHi, how far the renunciation, on the 
part of the executive and legislature of tbe 
state of Massachusetts, or the unconsti¬ 
tutional principles on which Ihe (hen Gov¬ 
ernor of that stale acted, in (he early stages 
of the war, is necessary to the allowance of 
any portion of the claims of the state for 
tlie services in question. These clamis, 
when first presented for adjustment, imme¬ 
diately after the late war, were coosideicd 
rather in Ihe mass, than iu reference to the 
partirulsr items of which (hey are compoi- 
ed. In fact, at that early period, the prin¬ 
ciples on which (he claims for Mililia ser¬ 
vices ought to be audited and allowed, were 
but imperfectly fixed. ’Ihe subsequent 
presentation and exan instinn of the claims 
of the several stales, for such services, have 
shed much light on this subject, and have 
sfforded many advantages at (be present 
mocieet in examining those of Wassachn- 
setis.

lathe progress y>f bringing the .bill to 
tbe state in which i( has pasveoy'iitey alter* 
ations have been made In its original fea¬ 
tures. Ihesehive been regularly noted 
ID the report of the' proceediDgs of Con- 
gresB—but nevertheless, from their num¬ 
ber and rariety, some of them rosy have es¬ 
caped (he at'entioD even of close observ¬ 
ers. We shall lose no time, therefore, in 
laying before our rndera an authenticated 
copy of the law as snon as it can be pro¬ 
cured. In the interim, the following par¬ 
agraphs on the subject will not be uninter¬ 
esting. 

Alter announcing the passage of the Ti* 
rill Bill, Ibe National Intelligencer of yes¬ 
terday says;— 

“Upon tbe passage of this act we have 
Ijllle room fur coinroeot. It is not the bill 
originally reported, its very nature being 
essentiaiijr changed by the auiendmcnta 
which in its progress to maturity, it haa 
undergone in both Houses, and pariicularly 
in the Senate. At it now stands, It has 
some good features, and few objectionable 
ones. It augments the duties on many ar¬ 
ticles, but not to lucb an amount as to make 
them prohibitory, or oppressive in their op¬ 
eration. The objections to the principle 
of the bill in the Southern country and id 
tome of the commercial diitricts, will still 
have (heir original force; but tboie which 
are founded on apprebensiona of its prac¬ 
tical operation will not, we think, be real- 
ijied. , 

As the duties are not so far increased as 
to amount to a prohibition, tbe effect of tbe 
bill will be, after this year, to add to the 
revenue an amount variously stated, of from 
one tu four roilliona of dollars. We do not 
much want tbe revenue, but, by this addi¬ 
tion, the government will be able ao much 
more rapidly to reduce (he national debt, 
and thus to prepare (he nation more firmly 
to bear up against adverse circumstances, 
should ithaveagsin to encounter them, u 
it has done heretofore. 

By the passage of this act, np shall ba 
greatly disappointed if one iinpnrlsnt good 
has not been accoinplisbed, m: the satisfy¬ 
ing the |>elitions and wishes of a Urge por¬ 
tion ol our fellow-citizens, who have been 
induced, by a reasoning which we never 
could follow, to believe that such a meas¬ 
ure as the adoption of a new Torifi'was in¬ 
separably connected with our national in¬ 
dependence. It may be fairly presumed 
now, that (he Tariff is settled fur many 
years, and il is a subject of congratulaitiov, 
that, being settled, (he uviiuon haa ap¬ 
proached 10 nearly to th^eau ideaf of a 
“judicious one.” 

On this subject, tbe Washington Repub¬ 
lican of Wednesday evening remarks;— 

IVhat the effects of this inetsurt may be 
on the interests of the country, it roust now 
be left to lime to determine. We believe 
they will be salutary. The ample dlKUi- 
sioD which the bill haa undergone haa thrown 
much light, not only on (he general princi¬ 
ples of the bill, but also on the various op¬ 
erations of its almost countlesa details on 
the diflerent sections of the country. Ever^ 
member, whether friendly or botfile tojhe 
bill, has done his duty; and we (rustfUt 
among the people will be found an univer¬ 
sal disposition to co-operata in carrying 
the provisions of (he law ihtq^ full effect. 
By this means, its policy will receivt a praor 
tical, t|)« only true, UlusUation.”
